A SLAUGHTER OF CHRISTIANS. 


The Murderous Plot of a King Leads to a 
Bloody Revolt. 


ZANZIBAR, January 11.—Advices have been 
received from the interior that in October last 
Mwanga, King of Uganda, plotted to destroy 
his entire body guard, his intention being to 
abandon them on an island in Lake Nyanza, 
where they would starve to death. The guards, 
who had been forewarned of the King's in- 
tentions, refused to enter the canoes 
which were to convey them to the 
island, but returned tothe capital and made 
an attack on Mwanga’s palace. The King fled to 
escape the fury of the guards, and his brother 
Kiwewa, was enthroned in hisstead. Kiwewa 
appointed Christians to the principal offices. 
This enraged the Arabs, who murdered many 
of the Christian officials and replaced them 
} with Mahomedans. The Arabs burned the 
English and French mission stations 
and killed many of the con- 
verts to Christianity. The mission 
boat Bleanor, in which some of the per- 
sons who had been converted by the French 
missionaries were fleeing, was struck bya 
hippopotamus and sank, five ofthe converts 
being drowned. 

Many letters for Emin Bey and Henry M. 
Stanley were destroyed by the burning of the 
missionary stations. The missionaries have 
reached Usambvio in safety. The Massalala 
Depot issafe. Mwanga is a prisoner at Magu. 
He has appęaled tothe English missionaries 
for assistance. The Arabs have written to 
Missionary McKay exulting in their triumph, 
and prophesying the extinction of ail the 
mission stations in Central Africa in revenge 
for England’s anti-slavery policy. They have 
preciaimed Uganda a Mahomedan King-

The Olive Street Money Snatcher Falls to 
Turn Up for Trial. 


Clifford W. Ely, alias Clifford J. Ward, has 
flown. When his name was called in the 
Court of Criminal Correction to-day he failed 
to answer, and his bond in the sum of $800, 
with Wm. H. Hensiek as security, was de- 
ciared forfeited.

WAR ON INFAMOUS DENS. 


John Davis“ and Pat Montague Head a 
List of Den Keepers to Whom Saloon 
Licenses Will Be Retused—Aid Not to Be 
Expected From Respectable Saloon. 


Sy) US BRANCONIER’S 
death from injuries re- 
celved in Pat Monta- 
gue’s dive, 413 Morgan 
street, attracted the pub- 
lic’s attention to the ex- 
istence in St. Louis of 

‘such dens. Notwith- 
standing that scarcely 
an issue of any daily 
paper in St. Louis does 
not contain an account 
of some crime com- 

mitted in a disreputable saloon, the pubHe had 
hardly noticed the growth of these resorts for 
criminals, 

This public knew that such places could be 
found in New York, that the melodrama writ- 
ers bad found such holes in which thieving 
and knavery hid themselves, but that resorts 
of that character had any life in this commun- 
ity seemed to de a foregone impossibility. 

The publication in the Post-D1sPaTcu of the 
details of this mysterious murder as exposed 
by repertorial and police investigation and 
the subsequent publication of a long list of 
murders committed in similar dives, aroused 
not only the public but the city’s officials. 

From the successive publications in this 
paper of dive records the officials were in- 
formed fully of the character of numerous 
licensed law-breakers. Asa resulta little list 
was prepared of dive-keepers by one of the 
officials referred to for use when the appiica- 
tions for renewal of licenses should come in 
at the first of the present year. 

At the head of that list was the name of 
John Davis.“ This individual keeps two 
saloons, one at 120 South Sixth atreet and 
one at 400 North Eleventh street. Both saloons 
are of that low type called by the police 
‘*dives,’’ being the resorts of outcast women 
and their idle, semi-criminal, wholly danger-~ 
ousmale companions. A protest was made 
last June against the granting ofa license to 
Davis“ to continue in business at 400 North 
Eleventh street, and his. application when 
filed was referred by Collector Sexton to the 
Board of Police Commissioners. By tbe board 


the matter was referred in the usual course to 
the Sergeant of the precinct in which the 
Eleventh street saloon is situate. 

A wholly unfavorable report was returned 
on the application, the sergeant of the pre- 
cinct, the captain of the district, the Chief of 
Police and the Board of Police Commissioners 
pronouncing ‘‘Davis’’ an unfit man to have a 
saloon license.

Of 
the injuredthree have died since removal to 
the bospitais, four otbers are in critical con- 
dition and will not survive. The remaining 
thirty-two are all doing well and will recover. 
During the nicht the bodies of Charles Mo- 
Ewen andtwo unknown workmen were re- 
covered, and at daylight the remain«of the 
venerable Dr. Reed, who was in Welden’s 
store when the accident happened, were 
found on the first floor of the building, fright- 
fully crushed. Dr. Reed was 80 years old, and 
a prominent resident of Allegheny City. 
THE METEOROLOGICAL PHEMOMENA. 

Speaking of the meteorological phenomena 
attached to the storm of Wednesday, Signal 
Officer Stewart said. ‘‘The Signal Service fully 
anticipated the extent and character of the 
storm visitation. The storm center was in 
Chicago, where the lowest barometer, nearly 
29 degrees, existed, with a wind velocity of 
eight miles to the hour. The wind always 
blowe in the direction of the storm center. 
The latter, however, is liable to shift, which 
happeved on Wednesday. In no storm since 
tone signal service bas been in operation has 
the storm center moved with such rapidity. 

Tue storm was extraordinary. The atmos- 
phere is most dense at the storm center and 
the bumidity of the atmosphere forces the 
eurface wind upward just as the gradients al- 
fect the wind in traversing the country. 
Thus, as the storm center passed slightly 
north of this city, the unusual depress on of 
* the atmosphere allowed the wind to descend 
furiously upon us, causing the accident. 

THERMOMETER CHANGES.

New 
and parallel lines materially injured net 
revenues and rate wars have been very 
serious. They, however, were not the result 
of the act. The commission was unable to 
get evidence of the alleged secret cute in the 
ate trunk line fight. he losses have been 
mainly due to violations of the act. If the 
roads would provide evidence of such viola- 
tions, say the commissioners, it would tend 
to the common benefit. 

The report adds that the one way to prevent 
the payment of unearned dividends is to make 
such action a criminal offense. The power to 
cut rates, it is declared, should be taken from 
subordinates, and responsible officers should 
be charged with all rate-making. Payments 
of commissions to obtain business is dep/ored, 
and Congress will be asked by the commission 
to take cognizance of this particularevil. It 
is also contended that notices of cuts in rates, 
as well as in advances of rates, should be given 
some days in advance of action. 


Advanced Rates. 


CHICAGO, January 11.—The Western Freight 
Association has decided to advance the rate 
on dressed beef from Missouri River points to 
Chicago tothe basis of 28 cents per hundred 


pounds, this being in accordance with the 
recognized basis which governs on such busi- 
ness. The present rate is 26 cents. The meet- 
ing also took under consideration the matter 
of rates on trans. -ntinental traffic from 
points east of Chicago, and Chairmen Midgley 
and Faithorn were instructed to issue a joint 
circulur setting forth the basis to apply, 
namely, local tariff rates east of Chicago.

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SKATERS OF THE WORLD. 


CANADA, HOLLAND AND NORWAY TAKE 
THE LEAD. 


Big Revival of the Healthful Sport in New 
England—Ackhowledged Records Made 
by Experts Over tho Frozen Surface 
Some of the Great Skaters and the Time 
They Have Made. 


From the Boston Globe. 

It has been many years since the people of 
this city abd vicinity have taken such an in- 
terest in ice skating as they have this season, 
and it is said that the sales of skates so far this 
winter surpass that of any season for a long 
time, and is still increasing. Although the 
admirers of this healthful sport have not had 
much chance to show their speed style, still 
their interest does not relax in the least, and 
they are waiting patiently for weather cold 
enough to freeze up the ponds and lakes. 
Reports from other parts of the country 
and from Europe shew that the residents 
of Massachusctts are not the only ones who 
are interested in skating. 

C. G. Tebbutt of Blumtisham, England, the 
famous skater who won the international 
amateur championship at Holland last year, 
has in this week’s Spirit of the Times an in- 
teresting article on the sport. He says that 
the best professional speed skaters belong 
in Oanada, England, Holland and Norway. 
There are also good men in Russia, Den- 
mark, Sweden and Germany. He also says 
that one mile, two miles and ten miles are 
the distances which serve best for comparison 


in speed skating. This excludes the short 
distances, which the Dutch have adopted for 
their races and in which their excelience is 
pre-eminent, such short distance races being 
more likely to bring out sprinters than men 
ofenduring power of skating. In England 
races are seldom held over courses more than 
two miles long, the regulation distance being 
one mile and a half, whilst in Canada and Nor- 
way distances vary from one to twenty miles 
or even more. 

In each of the first four countries mentioned 
there are two men who stand pre-eminent for 
speed, and each of them bas on different oc- 
casions beaten the other. 

Hugh MacCormick and Frank Dowd are the 
best men in Canada, James Smart and George 
See in England, Ale von den Berg and Benedict 
Kings in Holland, and Axel Paulsen and 
Harold Hagan in Norway. 

In Canada, the rapid rivers and large lakes 
are often sealed up early in December, and 
before the first fall of snow there is splendid 
skating on the rivers and lakes. Covered -in 
rinks give certain, though cramped, skating 
for the whole winter, and races are held in 
these rinks. In Norway, skaters can depend 
upon getting about two and a half months or 
more costinuous skating in 

SWEPT COURSES OR IN COVERED RINKS. 

Before the first fall of snowthe lakes and 
lords give grand skating, and the fiord of 
Christiana, which is constantly swept, affords 
skating generally throughout January and 
Febru Thaws at the end of the winter 
often melt the snow and again lay bare the ice, 
to the great delight of the skater. The courses 
are generally curved, about four laps to one 
mile, and the distances vary from one to 
twenty-five miles. If the races are held on the 
—.— of Christiana the course is often much 

onger. 

The skaters of Holland are favored with 
about three weeks or amonth’s skating, but 
it varies very much in different years. When 
snow falls to any depth courses are swept for 
the traffic along the canals and rivers, making 
the whole country wae accessible to the 
skater. Almost every village of any size has 
an 2 rink constantly kept swept. 

In England the lovers of the sport have an 
average of ten days’ skating, sometimes even 
a fortnight, as in 1879, though often, as last 
winter, not more than two or three days to- 
gor. and that at intervais of weeks. Ice 

ing usually not frozen at alow temperature 
is not hard and glibas in other countries, and 
this softness makes very fast time rarely pos- 
sible. The racing distance is generally one 
mile and a half, twice up and down a straight 
reach of 660 yards. bing 

The skates used by the champions of the 
four countries differ as much as the age, 
height and weightofthe men. The length 
varies from 16 inches to 13% inches, and the 
thickness of blade from \& inch to 1 1-16 inches. 
Some have a blade projecting five inches be- 
hind the heel, while with others it ends at 
the center of the heel. The Norwegian, 
Canadian and new Dutch racing skates 
have heel blades and the men skate 
with a flat foot, whilst the Dutch, 
Norwegians and English agree in having 
tuin blades for hard ice. The marked peculi- 
arities are the great thickness of the Canadian 
skates, in spite of their hard ice, and the 
raised heels of the English. The high heels of 
the English, like the ladies’ boots, force the 
skater into a forward, bent position, and 
enable them in striking to keep the heel longer 
on the ice, so as to get a strike more from the 
whole blade. 

Canadians, Norwegians and Dutch, not hav- 
ing high heels, skate more uprightiy and 
strike morefrom thetoe. This upright posi- 
tion makes the continuation of blade behind 
the heel desirable both to enable the skater to 
retain a straight course and to turn curves 
(not small curves) smoothly witbout coming, 
as with English and Dutch skates, on the 
sharp beel. It willbe found that the English 
keep the 

STRAIGHTEST COURSE, 
have the longest stroke, while the strike or 
propelling part of the stroke is short. On the 
other hand, the Dutch have often been seen 
to use a big curve, with the strike, or pro- 
pelling part of the stroke, prolonged. 

MacOormick’s skates are, in total length, 
eighteen inches, with the same vertical 
height at hee! as at toe; in thickness of blade 
one-quarterofan inch. The blade is pro- 
longed back beyond the heel five inches. His 
skates are the Long Reach, and are used 
with ordinary heeled boots. 

Hagan’s skates are: Length, 17% inches 
with vertical height at heel more than at toe 
8-16 of an inch; thickness ot blade, 1-16 of an 
inch; extends behind heel 1% inches. His 
skates are after Paulsen’s make, only they are 
used with heelless boots, to which the skates 
are fastened with brass wire. 

Paulsen’s skates are: Length, 17 inches; 
height at heel less than at toe % of an inch; 
biade is in thickness 1-16 of an inch, and ex- 
tends behind heel one inch. These skates are 
his own make, and in some particulars like 
the Gouda (Dutch) skates improved. The 
narrow blade is let in and held secure by a 
metal sole. He

Smart and See use the Standard Fen 
skates,’’ length, 18% inches; height at heel 
above toe, % inch; thickness of blade, 5-32 
inch. Blade endslinch before the back of 
heel. Thin blades, 3-32- inch. have been tried 
for the harder ice of the continent with sue- 
cess. The Fen men skate in boots to which 
the skate is fastened by a heel-screw and 
straps. The vertical height of the heel above 
the toe, which the boot heel increases until it 
4 1% inches, isaunique feature in these Fen 
skates.

ON ST. PETER’S DOME, 


The Great Church Top Illuminated by 
Fearless Mon. 


From the New York Sun. 8 

Before the papacy lost its temporal power 
in 1870 it was customary forthe Pope to cele- 
brate mass publiely at the main altar of St. 
Peter's at three religious festivals, viz., on 
Easter Sunday, the 29th of June, feast of St. 
Peter and St. Paul and Christmas. On these 
occasions the Pope had on his breast a golden 
ephod, like thé one worn by the high priest 


of Israel. In the evening of the two days first 
named, two great spectacies were always 
given, the illumination of the dome and 
cupola of St. Peter 8, followed by a splendid 
and unique exhibition of fireworks in the 
Piazza del Popolo. The illumination was in 
two parts. First the silver one, so called, pro- 
duced by white paper lanterns, huag on the 
roofs of the two semi-cireular porticos of the 
Piazza San Petro, and about the front of the 
Basilica, and next, at the stroke of 8, 
the hour for the Ave Maria, 
the golden one, in which the dome and cupola 
were braught ont in brilliant outlines of light 
with almost the rapidity of lightning. Tne 
light was produced by iron shelis, fitted with 
wicks and filled with tallow, some containing 
as much as fifteen pounds, others less,accord- 
ing to the situation and e sure to the wind. 
It was, indeed, a grand sight, once seen never 
to be forgotten. No onecan tell when it will 
ever be seen again. 

A very erroneous impression has prevailed 
2 Americans, Catholics being as ready 
to believe and spread it as Protestants, that 
80 great was the danger for the men employed 
about this illumination they were all regu- 
larly prepared for death by the reception of 
the sacraments of corfession and holy com- 
munion. That year after year the lives ofa 
great number of men were ,deliberately and 
extraordinarily imperiled in border to get up a 
fine spectscle would hardly seem consistent 
with the well-known humane and benevolent 
character of the Papal government, and the 
writer took opportunity during arecent visit 
to Rome to inguire particularly into the facts 
of the case, feeling confident that they would 
be found to involve no censurrable disregard 
of human life. 

The men employed about the dome and roof 
of St. Peter's are called San Pietrini. They 
dwel! upon the roof. Most of them were born 
there, as were generations of their kind gone 
before. There are forty-one of them—twenty 
regular employes, seventeen supernumera- 
ries, two aspirants to the place of su- 
pernumeraries and two who do 
only sweepin and cleaning. Tho 
lllumination of the dome and cupoia used to 
take overthree hundred men. xtra hands 
were hired for the oecasion from trades and 
occupations in which labor is done at dizzy 
heights, and they were set to work under the 
direction of the San Pietrini. Every precau- 
tion was taken against accidents. The writer’s 
informant, a San Pietrini .zrown old and gray 
in the service. said that althotgh oftentimes 
— ofthe men employed were careless, yet 

urin 
only three men, all ot them San Pietrini, had 
lost their lives Dy falling. One fell from the 
roof while repairing an arm of the statue of 
St. Andrew; the other two fell while illumin- 
ating the dome. 

The above statement was confirmed by the 
head of the Segretaria di State, which is situ- 
ated in the Vatican, and by the employes in 
that department. An American lady, a resi- 
dent ot Romesince about 160, gave similar 
testimony, and related that she had known 
Turco,a veteran Sau Pietrino, whodied in 
1886, and who had been over fifty years in the 
service of the Basilica, the leader of four gen- 
erations, himself, son, grandson and great- 
——— being all in the same employment. 

@ used to lament that, after 1870, he could 
no longer take yet in the lighting of the 
dome, and scouted indignantly the idea of any 
unusual danger attending the operation. 

The story about the men being prepared for 
death by the reception of the sacraments has 
probably arisen from the fact that in Rome the 
time for the fulfilment of the Easter precept 
extends only from Palm Sunday to Low Sun 
day, inclusive. The San Pietrini have their 
own chaplain—one of the canons of the Basil- 
lica—their own daily mass at 5 or 6 a. uur an 
general communion on Easter Sunday in com- 
— with the Easter precept, and on the 

east of St. Peter and Paul in honor‘of the 
Prince of the Aposties. As the illumination 
took place in the evening of these two feasts, 
itis easy to see how the story had, as errors 
often do, its foundation in the perversion of a 
known truth. 

The writer saw adisplay of surefootedness 
and still by the San Pietrini in taking down 
the crimson draperies with which the interior 
of St. Peter's had been hung at the Papal 
jubilee. One man, suspended in the air by 


| ropes, handled in the triforium above him, 


unhooked the draperies and attached them to 
other ropes, by which they were lowered to 
the floor. It was marvelous to see the Skill 
and self-possession with which the operator 
would spring at that height from the wall into 
the air by a pressure of his foot, and the sure- 
footedness with which for certain short dis- 
tances he moved along cornfves over which 
the heels of his shoes could be seen er 
ing. his hold being on hooks fastened in the 
wall, 

The San Pietrini are said to go hunting in 
the month of March for young rooks in the 
nests which that bird builds on the roof of the 
Basilica, It must be rather a perilous hunt.

‘fof any ship canal across Central 
America““ may fairly be construed to 
apply only to such connection as must 
involve political control by such European 
Government over the territory adjacent 
to the canal, or interference with some 
American Government. 

If construed, or intended to be con- 
strued, as forbidding France to lend 
French investors in the enterprise such 
aid and protection as it is the recognized 
right and policy of all governments to 
lend to the enterprises of their citizens 
abroad, the resolution goes far beyond 
the Monroe doctrine, and pute our Gov- 
ernment in an attitude of opposition to 
the prosecution of industrial enterprises 
on this continent by foreign capitalists.

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THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

The Presidents ofthe Western railroads, 

with the assent and indorsement of the 
Presidénts of the trunk lines, have at 
last adopted a scheme for the mainte- 
nance of rates. 
* The plan of agreement entered into by 
the Presidents forbids the cutting of rates 
and is designed to prevent anything like 
free competition for business, but it care- 
fully avoids distinct provision for pooling 
or the division of traffic or earnings in 
any way. As free competition seems to re- 
sult invariably in ruinous rate 
wars and asthe fair demands of trans- 
portation interests do not go beyond set- 
tled and reasonable rates, the merit of 
the plan from the public standpoint will 
be measured entirely by the practical 
working of it and by the spirit of the rail- 
road managers manifested in its opera- 
tion. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission- 
ers will have to pass on the legality of the 
scheme, and as its opening sentence 
affirms the necessity of the enforcement 
of the interstate commerce law their de- 
cision on the various provisions of the 
plan must be willingly accepted by the 
railroad managers. 

The outcome of this combined effort to 
settle railroad differences and difficulties 


will be watched with unusual interest.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAWS. 


Prof. WILLIAMT. HARRIS, long Super- 
intendent of Public Schoolsin St. Louis, 
is urging compulsory education in the 
East, and the Teachers’ Association of 
this city are calling on the Legislature of 
Missouri to enact a compulsory education 
law. 

The merits of such a law depend alto- 
gether upon its provisions and the means 
and method of its enforcement. Illinois 
has a law requiring twelve weeks’ at- 
tendance at school annually from every 
child between certain ages, but it makes 
no adequate provision for its enforcement 
or for making such attendance possible 
even if all parents and children were 
eager to obey the law. No city in the 
country has enough school accommoda- 
tions for all the children of school age en- 
titled to the benefits of the schools and 
willing to receive them. Compulsory at- 
tendance under such circumstances is 
simply preposterous. 

Where non-attendance results from in- 
difference or neglect upon the part of 
parents, or from their greed for the piti- 
fulsums they can get by hiring their 
children to employers of child labor, a 
law which would insure the child its right 
to a share in the educational facilities pro- 
vided for it is certainly desirable. But 
where a widowed mother, for instance, 
ean eke out but a bare support for her 
large family from the joint earnings of 
all, what right has the State to deprive 
the family of any part of those earnings? 
If the State takes from her the only boy 
she has bapable of aiding her, and forbids 
him to work for his mother, should it not 
at the same time pay for his board and 
clothes, and pay her an equivalent for his 
needed labor?

It ig common to hear New England Senators 
and Representatives declaim against the re- 
constructed States because their local govern- 
ments are not republican in form, as required 
by the Constitution; but during the last score 
of years the only three States of the Union 
which have persisted in anti-republican form 
of government are Rhode Island, Connecticut 
and Delaware, and of these Delaware is the 
least offender. » 

Connecticut presents a most flagrant in 
stance of the veriest mockery of popular will. 
Theré the old English retten borough system 
is yet maintained to perpetuate partisan 
power in defiance of the people. Time ard 
again the voters of Connecticut have elected 
Governor and other State officers only to see 
them rejected by the Legislature that is 
packed by rotten boroughs, andthe defeated 
candidates tnstalied in office. 

And it is startling to note how this mockery 
of the popular willis planned and executed. 
It is done solely by a flood of rotten boroughs 
having from 100 to 300 votes, cach of which 
elects as many Represeatatives as New Haven 
with her 78,000 votes. Thus the town of Union 
with 118 votes elects two Representatives, 
while the town of New Haven with 18,000 
votes elects only two Representatives. There 
are fourteen towns, beginning with Hew Haven 
and ending with Bristoi, which poll un aggre- 
gate of nearly 80,000 votes andlelect only twen- 
ty-eight Representatives, while 110 towns, 
which poll an aggregate vote of 75,000 elect 220 
Representatives. It is simply «a shamefua 
mockery of every feature of republican gov- 
ernment, and it should de speedily over- 
thrown.

ROAD COLLIDE. 8 3 


What Came Near Being a Terrible Disaster 
~—An End Collision at Sixth and Locust 
Streets Wrecks Two Grips and Two 
Coaches—A Gripman’s Carelessness—A 
Fearful Shock. 


REAT disasters are 

sometimes avoided

At 5 minutes past

ing a collision oc- 
curred on the Ca- 
ble & Western road 
which narrowly es- 
caped being a dis- 
astrous catastro- 
phe.

— gers bad alighted. 

ten chanced, the

been unusually slow asthe number of stop- 
pages had been large, and the following train, 
consisting of grip-car B and coach No. 42, was 
but a short distance behind. The latter train 
hada light load. nearly ali the passengers 
having been picked up by its predecessor. It 
therefore reached Seventh street before the 
passengers had completely left the frst 
train. As is the custom, the grip-car 
uncouples directly opposite the Locust street 
entrance of Barr’s, runs to the corner of Sixth. 
street, is then pushed by the conductor and 
gtipman to the up track, attached to the 
coach by a rope, and the latter is then pulled 
upon the proper track. 
HOW THE ACCIDENT OCOURRED. 

Grip B had uncoupled, run to the end of the 
line and the conductor and gripman had 
alighted for the purpose of pushing it 
upon the right-hand track. Just at 
this moment the gripman of grip 
B, who had peen 
his assengers get off 
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and was 


Scene at the Wreck. 
looking behind instead of in front of him, put 
on the lever and sent bis car ahead. The by- 
standers saw that a collision was inevitable 
unless the car was at once brought to a stand - 
still and shouted to the gripman. He appar- 
ently was deaf to their cnes, as he made 
no effort to check his car, and in another 
instant had crashed against the platform 
of the coach standing on the track in front 
ofhim. The shock was very heavy, throwing 
the conductor tothe floorof the car, shak- 
ing upthe few passengers who still were on 
board, and jamming the grip bar in such a 
way that it could not be moved. It there- 
fore retained its hold of the cable, started 
coach No. 42, and the three cars dashed down 
upon grip T., which was standing at the end 
of the line, with grip off the cable aud afew 
feetin front of the large wheel, revolving 
rr around which the cable passes 
~ — the turn from the up to the down 
rack, 
EFFECT OF THE COLLISION. 

The impact of the two cars and one grip, 
moving at full speed, wasterrific. The for- 
ward grip was hurled forward,the bar striking 
the iron plate which is intended to 
prevent itfrom coming in contact with the 
cabie, breaking it, and so jamming the wheel 
and cable as to bring both to a standstill. The 
rear dashboard wus crushed and pushed 
against the rear seats, the entire rear plat- 
form was split and splintered, the flooring 
was torn up, the complication of sprines 
under the 


verely. 

platiorms were broken, and the body of the 
car was torn from the trucks, the forward end 
resting against the wheels of grip T, while the 
rear end was raised several feet in the air, and 
was oe and shivered by the draw head 
and platform of grip B. The trucks remained 
on the track, but the coach was tilted to one 
— and lay at an angle still sustained by the 
axle. 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

On grip B both platforms were crushed and 
the gripbar badly twisted, while the front 
dashboard of coach No. 42 was twisted and 
bent. Had not the jamming of the cadle pre- 
vented its further movement, the destruction 
would have been much greater. To the fact 
that the forward train chanced to be empty is 
due the absence of all injury to lite and limb. 
Six or eight people were on board the rear 
coach, and an active stam e for the door 
took place, but fortunately all escuped with- 
out hurt.

JEFFERSON Orry, Mo., January 11.—In the 
House this morning Mr. Kelly of Johnson 
County introduced two bills, providing for an 
extension of the time given by statute to the 
legisiative committee appointed biennially to 
settle with the State Treasurer and Auditor, 
and to investiuate the management of the vuri- 
ous State departments. The committee was a- 
pointed on December 10, and should have re- 
ported within ten days after the convening of 
the General Assembly. Mr. Kelly is a mem- 
ber of the committee appointed for this sés- 
sion by Gov. Morehouse. This committee has 
done more work and succeeded in at- 
tracting more attention than any 
similar committee of former Legislatures. 
They have thoroughly investigated every 
State department, and it is ssid have ob- 
tafned a great dealof unexpected and valu- 
able information, which, when reported to the 
House and Senate, together with the commit- 
tee’s recommendations, will probably result 
in a number of important changes in depart- 
ment beads, and astonishing revelations about 
the lavish expenditure of State funds. The 
experience of the committee has been that the 
time which is given them by statute is in- 
sufficient to answer their purposes, and Mr. 
Kelly’s bills, while they will not be of anv as 
sistance to the present coramittee, will pro 
vide ample time to the committee in 1892. 

CHANGING THE N SYSTEM.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., January 10.—The 

rise of the session so far is the quiet 
but effective opposition with which the 
bigh license bill of the Missouri Temperance 
Alliance has met. There seems to be very 
little foundation forthe claim of Ben Deering 
and the friends of the measure that seventy- 
eight votes in the House and a majority of five 
votes in the Senate are pledged to the passage 
of the Dill. With one single exception, all of 
the Democratic members of the House who 
have any pretensions to standing above the 
ordinary in State politics are opposed to it on 
principle. They set it down as an effort ip the 
direction of ‘‘extreme legislation, and if 
there is one thing more than another to which 
the leaders of the House are opposed it is ex- 
treme legisiation. Russell, Young, Clark, Se- 
bree, Jewett, Dunn, Bodine, Seay and others, 
who will toa considerable extent direct the 
logisiation on the Democratic side, are in 
favor of a conservative.course, not only 
on the liquor questfon, but also in 
the regulation of railroads. The influence of 
such members as these has taken the wind 
out of the sails of the anti-saloon men, and it 
is safe to assume thatthe measure drawn up 
by Mr. Deering and Gov. Chas. P. Johnson, 
or any other bill of a similar character, will 
not be passed by the Thirty-fifth General As- 
sembly. 

The present temper of the best members in 
both branches of the Legisiature seems to be 
in favor of the present local option law, with 
an increase inthe minimum license as fixed 
by the Downing high license law. In St. 
Louis the minimum taxon saloons is $550 for 
State and county purposes. It is proposed to 
raise this amount to $1,000 or probabiy 61, 600. 


Beyond this change the laws regulating the 
liquor traffic are not likely to be disturbed.

This 

increase bas been urged for some time by the 

Police Commissioners, and especially by Mr. 

James L. Blair, thé Vice-President of the 
Police Board 

The committee yesterday heard Messrs. 
Blair, Gaiennie, Wilkerson, Tate, Mayor 
Allen, Chief of Police Huebler, and Comp- 
troller Campbell. 

The meeting lasted for some time and much 
valuabie information was obtained. Mr. 
Blair explained the system which was under 
contemplation. He said that it the inorease 
was made it would make it possible to put 
the men on in, three shifts of 
eight hours each, on from 6 a. m. 
to 2 p. m., one from 2 p. m. to 10 p. m., and 
the third from 10 p. m., to 6 a. m. again. The 
platoons could be divided in point of numbers 
to conform with the necessities governed by 
the time of day. Inthe morning it would be 
necessary to put on only a comparatively 
small force, which would be slightly increased 
inthe afternoon, and the heaviest force put 
on from 10 o’ clock to 6 a. m 

This would do away with the present method 
ot allowing the patrolmen time for 

THEIR MEALS. 
Now they take an dour each for break- 
fast, dinner and supper, and dur- 
ing that time leaving two beats 
lu charge of one atrolman. 
A reserve force could always be held atthe 
police stations for the emergencies that 

constantly arising. As it is now a fire or 
accident draws the patrol from a large 
section and concentra it in one place, 
parte of the city unguarded and at 
of the thieves who

movements of the police and 
the unguarded districts immediately 
ag dne withdrawal ot the recular patrol. 
is, under thesystem to be adopted if the in- 
crease is made, could be entirely avoided, as

Mr. Gaiennie explained that now the men 
were in many cases on duty more than 
twelve hours atatime, and that it was not an 
unusual occurrence for the wen to be on duty 
continuously for forty-eight hours.

There are sixty-three square 
miles of territory to be looked after now by 
about two hundred men on each shift, making 
about three men to the squere mile if the force 
was evenly distributed.

JAY GOULD AS AN AUTHOR, 


His History of Delaware County and the 
Border Wars. 


From the New York Graphic. 

A rare book has fallen into our possession 
within a day or two, whose value will be at 
once appreciated by reading the reproduction 
of its title page. It Ils a History of Delawure 
County and the Border Wars of New York, 
Containing a Sketch of the Early Settlements 
in the County, and a History of the Late 


Anti-Rent difficulties in Delaware with other 
Historical and Miscellaneous Matter never 
before published. By Jay Gould. The 
date ofthe imprint is 1856, and the work is 
dedicated to AmusaJ. Parker, whose steel 
portrait is the only illustration. Since Mr. 
Gould attained bis prominentand command- 
ing position in the railroad worid copies of bis 
his tory have been so bighly prized thac they 
were almost unattainable. The preface by 
the outhor is a modestand dignified state 
ment, which will bear perusal asa 
production. Here is an extract from it: 

It is usual for authors, in the preiace to their 
productions, to cite to the reader all the good 
qualities of their writings, and especially 
those which thelrown imaginations suggest, 
and which, unless mentioned, might other- 
wise have been passed over unnoticed. 

Ishall, then, deviate from this ancient es- 
tablished usage of writers for various, and to 
mys-If obvious, reasons, the most prominent 
of which is that l esteem that class of persons 
into whose hands this work may full 
as an intelligent and reading people, 
better prepared to pass judgment 
than myself, who, ifthey utter criticism, will 
base their opinions in the merit of the work 
aside from the svlf-eulogistic encomiums of the 
author. Ido not claim that this werk is free 
from error; perfection, in a history of this 
character, where much ofthe iniormation to 
be rolled upon is of an oral and indefinite nat- 
ure, is an impossibility. I have been careful 
to weigh all the statements presented, to dis- 
criminate between truth and fiction, and have 
suppressed apparently interesting matter 
which lacked the proper authenticity or con- 
flicted with truth; still, doubtless there is 
room for improvement. 

A TRIBUTE TO THE MEN OF TOIL. 

The third chapter of Mr. Gould’s book is 
opened with a poetical quotation, which is re- 
printed below: 

The noblest men I know on earth 

Are men whose hands are brown with toil; 

Who, backed by no ancestral graves, 

Hew down the woods and till the soil, 
And win thereby a prouder fame 
Than follow kings and warrior’s name. 


It is in this chapter, while dealing with ‘‘the 
causes which opened the dour to that event- 
ful struggle in which the Goddess of Liberty 
rode triumphant over tyranny and oppres- 
slon, that Mr. Gould says: 

„Wise men of England had descried the 
star of liberty—the savior of freedoum—rising 
faintly above the Western horizon, dimly at 
first, but gathering renewed brighiness from 
every wafted breeze. The prophecy had gone 
forth, and the proud aristocrats of England, 
jealous of their power aud benumbed to every 
noble feeling of compassion or justice, like 
Pharaoh of oid, nad sent forth their impious 
decrees to conquer by compulsion. or iorce, 
what kindness and mutual feeling could alone 
beget; instead of recognizing their breth- 
ren across the water . Engiishmea, 
with the same ancestral “blood” thriil ug
